installation was being enlarged* An acquaintance of source, who served with the 
unit there, said that this battalion was subordinate to the R&kosi Regiment* 
Source heard that an artillery unit was also stationed in Vesaprom*

Uo In October 1950, source learned from a resident of Inota (P i*3/D 09) that 
artillery pieces and prime movers had been unlo aded near Oslcue (P U8 /D 09) 
and parked in an open field* In early December, trucks and 
canvas-covercd artillery pieces in Oskue* The tr uclcs showed signs of e xtensive 25X1 A 
uso while the artillery pieces seemed to bo new* the 

10 to 15 soldiers who were seen near tho material were Russians^ 


5o In mid-November, Hungarian troops v/ith red service color were observed several 
times on the premises of the former Danuvia weapons factory which is located in 
the woods about lu5 to south of the center of Veszprem, west of the road to 
Felsoors* Brick buildings eanou.flaged by shrubs planted on their flat roofs 
were recognised from this road,, Veszprem residents referred to the troops in the 
factory area as A*«V troops * However, no artillery pieces or other weapons were 
observed* Officers of the unit were billeted in Vesaprem, Fajsz {Y 6/:: 20), 
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and Nmesvsmos (P U8/D 68)* 

6 C In Jut as (P I*3/D 68) prior to r&d-tlovember, Hungarian troops with green, 
red, blue, and black service colors were observed in the former 1300 school 
which is located just southeast of the Vesgprem-Kuolsoe railroad station* 
Units of comp?my size vievc frequently seen leaving the installation* No 
artillery pieces or armored vehicles were observed* 

7a No Soviet units were observed in and around Vessprem prior to mid-November
